. The body of the President was Immediately taken to the 

National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Maryland, for autopsy 
immediately upon arrival in Washington, D. C. , on the evening of 
ll/22/<>3. An autopsy was performed which was witnessed by three 
Secret Service Agents, two Bureau Agents, and attending physicians. 


•The Secret Service has advised our Baltimore Office that 
the photographs of the autopsy and X-rays of the President’s body 
wotild be available to us through Secret Service Headquarters, Washingto 
D. C.
